With a number of bills introduced in the Ohio Legisla­ 
ture* djst^ig ne d to restrict the operation of open pit or 
strip/coal mines in Ohio, the following questions and 
answers are of direct personal concern to everyone 
interested in the welfare and prosperity of the state. 


W hat is O pen Pit or 
Strip M in in g of C o a l? 
It is the method of mining coal 
by removing and re depositing 
the earth or stone that lies over 
the coal seam. It recovers coal 
where this overburden is too thin 
or weak to permit underground 
mining 
It also recovers coal 
from seams too thin for under­ 
ground mining on an economical 
basis. By strip mining, 9 3 % of 
the coal is recovered compared 
to 60% by underground mining. 


What Other Products are 
Recovered by Strip M in in g ? 
Copper, platinum, manganese, 
lead, zinc, tungsten, bauxite 
(aluminum), tin, asbestos, clay, 
stone, barite and iron. 


What is the Com parison 
between Strip M ining of 
Coal and Strip M ining Other 
Products in O h io ? 
According to 1939 statistics of 
the U S Bureau of Census, open 
pit or strip mining was used to 
recover sand and gravel, fire 
clay, common clay and shale, 
limestones, and coal Power units 
for this purpose, including shov­ 
els and draglines, numbered 622. 
Of these 184, (29 6 % ) were used 
for coal— and 438 (70.4«g) for 
these other products. 


Whet Part of O h io ’s Coal 
Production is due to O pen 
Pit or Strip M in in g ? 
In 1944 over 9.895,000 tons of 
coal were recovered by strip 
mining, 31.5^ of the total coal 
production of the state. 


What is the Economic Im por­ 
tance of Strip M in in g of C o a l? 
Dr. C. J. Potter, Deputy Solid 
Fuels Administrator for War, 
writing in Mechanization says: 
“ Development of strip mining 
during the past five years has 
been a major factor in our ability 
to meet the wartime fuel needs 
of the country. Without this 
additional tonnage . . . we should 
never have come within reach­ 
ing distance of our requirements.” 


H o w Much Land Will be 
Disturbed by Strip M ining 
of Coal in O h io ? 
Taking into consideration all 
future operations, not more than 
25,000 acres of coal will be un­ 
cov ered . T his is s c a tte re d 
throughout twenty counties, af­ 
fecting less than one-tenth of 
one percent of the total area 
of the state. 


What Effect has Strip M in in g 
of Coal on Agricultural 
Production? 
According to the Ohio State 


University and Ohio Agricultural 
Experiment Station, at least 
75% of the land used for strip 
mining in Eastern Ohio, is not 
suited for agricultural produc­ 
tion. 


What about the Appearance 
of M ined-O ver A re a s? 
Undue stress is placed upon ‘‘the 
depressing and unsightly appear­ 
ance of such areas.” But many 
forms of industrial, civic, and 
commercial activities, necessary 
to the development and pros­ 
perity of the state, are accom­ 
panied by similar conditions. In 
percentage, the areas involved 
are small in comparison to the 
untouched areas In the twenty 
coal strip mining counties, the 
average area strip mined an­ 
nual is only two-thirds of one- 
tenth of one percent. 


What is the effect of Strip 
M in in g of Coal on Erosion, 
Drainage, Flood Control, 
and other Conservation 
Factors? 
Earth banks created by open 
pit or strip mining of coal do not 
cause erosion nor contribute to 
flooding. On the contrary they 
contribute to checking erosion, 
and to relieving conditions which 
cause floods, and thereby tend 
to raise the water table of the 
area, 


What about Restoring Strip 
M ined Coal Areas to 
A pproxim ately 
Original 
Contours? 
No one would be really bene­ 
fited if this were done. In most 
cases the cost would be con­ 
siderably in excess of the orig­ 
inal worth of the land. The Ohio 
Department of Rural Economics 
seriously questions the practical 
value of any such program. 
Moreover, it points out the 
dangers of “the serious erosion 
problem which arises when a 
great depth of loose earth is 
leveled to a constant slope.” The 
best interests of the state and 
counties will be served by plant­ 
ing trees on mined-ovcr areas, 
where rainfall is retained, and 
where conditions are favorable 
to tree growth. 


W hat is the Best W ay to 
Restore M ined-O ver Land 
to Profitable Productivity? 
Reforestation is the one com­ 
plete and wholly satisfactory 
answer. Over 1,500,000 acres in 
Ohio have little or no value for 
any other purpose except forests. 
Most of the coal that can be 
mined by open pit or strip min­ 
ing lies within these areas. A 
well administered forestry pro­ 
gram will provide continuous 


revenue. Ohio now imports over 
85 % of its lumber. The under­ 
ground coal mines of Ohio need 
millions of mine timbers every 
year. Timber for this purpose 
can be grown quickly—giving a 
paying crop within a few years. 
From the standpoint of scenic 
beauty, and with a view to serv­ 
ing the state in terms of health 
and recreation, including fish­ 
ing and hunting, this solution is 
ideal. 


What are O hio Coal M ine 
Com panies N o w D o ing to 
Promote Reforestation? 
The Ohio Reclamation Com­ 
m ittee, representing thirteen 
coal companies now engaged in 
strip mining, has planted over 
3,500,000 trees over a period of 
five years. Over 8,000,000 more 
trees would have been planted 
if the trees and the labor to 
plant them had been available. 
Twenty six 
lakes 
have 
been 
created and stocked with fish. 
Plans are completed for 15 addi­ 
tional lakes. Only the labor 
shortage has prevented the con­ 
tinuance of a program of rec­ 
lamation and beautification on 
a large scale. 


What W ould Happen if O pen 
Pit or Strip M in in g of Coal 
in O h io W ould be Seriously 
Curtailed or A b a n d o n e d ? 
Well over 100,000,000 tons of 
coal could not be recovered. 
Ninety percent of Ohio strip 
mined coal is used in Ohio. This 
coal would have to be replaced 
with coal from neighboring states 
(right now this is not available) 
and money would be going out 
— not coming rn. 


Land values would be reduced 
in all strip mining counties. 


Tax rates would increase pro­ 
portionately. 


Wage earner incomes would be 
lost. 
The strip mine coal dollar passes 
through many hands, and the 
business of stores, suppliers of 
equipment and material, would 
seriously suffer. 
Natural erosion would continue 
to make “problem lands” more 
of a problem and create new 
‘‘problem areas.” 
There would be no increase in 
scenic b e a u ty , because the 
natural beauty of the land in 
the problem areas of the state 
can be retained or restored only 
by a program of reforestation. 
If reforestation is to be accom­ 
plished, why not recover the 
wealth of the coal first, then 
plant trees to give permanent 
beauty and productivity to these 
areas?

ONE of the most im portant dis­ 
eases of the present war is a condi­ 
tion known as infectious hepatitis, 
or inflammation of the liver. Not 
only has it affected thousands of 
soldiers but also large groups of 
the civilian population. 
Just exactly what cause* this 
disease is not known, but it is 
thought by many to be due to a 
virus, that is, an organism so 
small it can pass through the 
openings in a porcelain filter. 
The symptoms of infectious hep­ 
atitis consist of fever, loss of appe­ 
tite, prostration and usually the 
development of jaundice or a 
greenish-yellow discoloration of 
the skin and tissues. Widespread 
epidemics of the disease have been 
reported. 
Thus, Doctor Joseph Stokes, Jr., 
of Philadelphia and his co-worker, 
Captain John R. Neefe of the Med­ 
ical Corps of the United States 
Army, studied an epidemic which 
occurred in a summer camp for 
boys and girls. 
Because of the fact that measles, 
which is also due to a virus, can be 
prevented by the injection of con­ 
d e s c e n t serum, which is blood 
serum taken from a person who 
has recently recovered from the 
disease, as well as by a newer prod­ 
uct called gamma globulin, a pro­ 
tein derived from blood plasma, 
these physicians attempted to pre­ 
vent the development of hepatitis 
by giving injections of gamma «lo- 
bulin to exposed persons in the 
camp. 
Three hundred and thirty-one of 
the group hqd not developed the 
condition when the study started. 
Fifty-three of them were given the 


gamma globulin by Injection under 
‘he skin. The remainder were u»ed 
a* controls. Thirteen per cent of 
those who were given the injec­ 
tions developed hepatitis while 66 
per cent of those not receiving the 
injections developed the disease. 
Of the 63 persons who got the 
gamma globulin, not one developed 
jaundice of the skin. Three devel­ 
oped some discoloration of the lin­ 
ing membrane over the eyeball, but 
this lasted only four to seven days, 
as compared with jaundice which 
lasted for 14 days in those who 
were not protected. The hepatitis 
developed in those receiving the 
injections w ithin IO days after the 
treatm ent was given. No further 
cases occurred after that time. 
However, in those who did not re­ 
ceive the protective inoculation 
cases continued to appear for some 
32 days. 
From this study. It would ap­ 
pear fairly certain that the injec­ 
tions of gamma globulin served to 
aid in the prevention of hepatitis 
or liver inflammation, much as the 
injections do in preventing mea­ 
sles. Furtherm ore, it is suggested 
that even after hepatitis develops 
the injections of globulin may 
serve to make the disease milder 
anti shorten its course. 
.Should epidemics of infectious 
hepatitis develop, it would appear 
that injection w ith the gamma glo­ 
bulin of those exposed would be a 
good procedure. This substance is 
available, since much of it has been 
prepared from blood whieh has 
been donated by persons through­ 
out the country.
